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CAMPAIGN WORE. 


Meeting of the Citizens’ Union Executive 
and Campaign Committees—Work in 
the Wards—Detectivesand Challengers 
Ordered. 

Things generally were lively around the 
Citizens’ Union headquarters yesterday, and, 
judging from the number of prominent citi- 
zens that presented themselves as volunteer 
workers in the cause of the reformation of 
city government, it is safe to say that the 
Citizens’ movement has met with the ap- 
proval and support of representative citizens 
that heretofore have held aloof from local 
politics, but who now pledge themselves to 
work with ali their might in the cause of re- 
form. 

A SECRET SESSION. 

At 10:30 a. m. tae Executive Committee 
went into secret session in club-room 2 of 
the Grand Pacific Hotel, all the members 
being present. In response to an invitation 
— by the committee the day before, the 
prominent business men were resent to 
take part in the deliberations: John V. Far- 
well, Marshall Field, D. K. Hill, 
oughby, Hill & Co.; Ald, Blair and Bond, 
Col. Davis, 8. H. Mere C. 
B. Farwell, C. C. Bonney, ö nd, 
W. A. Carpenter, others. The pro- 
ceedings of the committee were kept secre 
but as near as could be ascertain 
the principal subjects considered were 
the selection of candidates for Aldermen in 
wards where no candidates have been nomi- 
nated, the arene disbursing of cam- 
paign funds, the selecting speakers and ward 
workers, and the auditing bills. The com- 
mittee was in session from 10:30 a. m. until 
6:20 p. m., a recess of about two hours being 
taken at half-past 1. 

THK. CAMPAIGN COMMITTEE. : 

At 2 p. m. the Campaign Committee met in 
their committee-room on Clark street, Grand 
e pulling, ex-Ald, John M. Smyth in 
the chair. 

The Campaign Committees of all the wards 
were represented in the procting except the 
First Ward. When called upon y the Chair- 
man the Chairmen of the different commit- 
tees reported as follows: 

Second Ward—All the Judges are Demo- 
cratic. There is no organization yet. The

The Campaign Committee wants $100 for 
campaign work, 

Eighth Ward—Good precinct organization 


is reported, 

The Ninth, Tenth, Eleventh, and Twelfth 
Wards were not 2 to report. 

Thirteenth Ward—it reports good precinct 
organization. The result of the selection of 
challengers will be reported to the Campaign 
Committee today. 

Fourteenth Ward—It needs watching bau- 
ly. Illegal voters are expected to present 
themselves at the 2 in every precinct, but 
more especially in the Sixth and Twelfth 


recincts. 

Fifteenth Ward—The Campaign Commit- 
tee will report its selection of challengers 
and notaries to the Campaign Committee to- 


day. . 

Sixteenth Ward—The Chairman of the 
Campaign Committee reported that the Gen- 
eral Campaign Committee should try and 
secure the German vote of the ward, and 
not pay so much attention to the Irish vote, 
eapeciaily in the southwestern part of the 
ward. The same plan of action might also 
be of service to the party if carried out in 
the southwestern part of the city. There 
are eleven judges in this ward, only one 
being a Republican. 

Seventeenth . Ward—The committee ac- 
cepts John Murphy’s nomination for Alder- 


man. 

Eighteenth Ward—Itis reported well or- 

nized and well registered. The prospects 
or election-day are very good. 

DETECTIVES AND CHALLENGERS. 

Mr. William R. Mosler, Chairman of the

The Scale of Iron Wages for Next Year 
~The Puddiers and the Association, 
Prrrsnuns, Pa., March 29,—[Special.]— 

Au influential member of the committee of 
the Amalgamated Association which will fix 
the scale of wages for next year said today: 
“Ot course itis hard to say just now what 
will be the scale presented by the committee. 
Both the manufacturers and workmen are 
watching each other, each trying to find out 
the other’s intentions. But I believe that the 
old scale will be insisted on. in fact, the 
men are fully determined to stand for this, 
One concession that will be volunteered 
will be the extension of the. scale 
80 as w provide for two-cent 
iron. ‘This will virtually reduce wages if 
the trade does not improve soon, but if the 
manufacturers teel the eifects of the tariff 
reduction we must necessarily feel it too. 
Tue truth 18, that if an employer loses $2.50 
by the change in tariff, he expects his men 
to stand the loss of $2, and he is willing to 
lose the 50 cents. However, I think that the 
scale matter will be adjusted without any 
difficulty. In fact, the majority of the asso- 
ciation is determined to let no ultra measure 
cause a disturbance this season.” 

Referring to the movement to reorganize 
the Sons of Vulcan, he said: Considera- 
ble has been said about the alleged move- 
ment to base finishers’ wages upon plate- 
iron, but itis all bosh. The finishers will 
make no move of that kind; neither has it 
been proposed. The effort to split the or- 
ganization has also been greatly overesti- 
mated. ‘There are a few puddlers who sup- 
pose that the reorganization of the Sons of 
Vulcan will help them to hold their wages, 
but the great majority see that a split in the 
amalgamated ranks means ruin for 
all. The fact is, the puddler sees 
that his time is about over. Each year the 
improved processes of mak steel are less- 
ening his chances, and many intelligent men 
in our mill express the opinion that they will 
live to see the puddling furnaces torn down, 
Now, the far-seemg —— knows that a de- 
structive movement by any class of workmen 
would only hasten the time when steel shall 
almost entirely supplan puddled iron.“

Higher Wages for Engineers. 

Sr. Paut, Minn., March 29.—[Special,— 
Some time ago a dispute arose between the 
Manitoba Directory and the engineers em- 
ployed on that road with reference to the 
schedule of wages then paid the latter. The 
matter again came to the surface last week, 
and application was made to the Manitoba 
management to determine tlie mooted points 
definitiy to the end that the misunderstand- 
ing claimed to exist might no longer con- 
tinue. Upon the same day Grand Chief-En- 
gineer P. M. Arthur, of the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Engineers, was communicated 
with and placed in possession of 
the facts.

Buford was born in Woodford County, Ken- 
tucky, Jan. 13, 1807, and gradua from 
West Point twenty years later. He became 
a Professor in the Military Academy a few 
years later, resigning in 1835. From 1843 un- 
til 1861 he hadan iron foundry at Rock 
lsland, and from 1857 until 1861 was the Pres- 
ident of the Rock Island & Peoria Railroad. 
He acted as President of the Bank , 
A Union at Rock Island from 1858 to 


He served during the Civil War as Colonel 
of the Twenty-seventh Illinois Volunteers 
until he was promoted to the position of 
Brigadier-General, He was actively engaged 
in tne battle of Belmont, the attack on Island 
No. 10, the capture of Mason City, Ky., the 
expedition to Fort Pillow, the sie and 
battle of Corinth, the siege of V ure, 
and wasin command at Helena, Ark. He 
received his commission as Brevet Major- 
General March 18, 1865, for 2 and meri- 
torious conduct, and on Aug. 24, 1865, was 
mustered out of the volunteer service. After 
the War he engaged in the mining business 
in Colorado. He was appointed special 
Unjted States Indian Commissioner in 1867 
and afterwards was made a Commissioner of 
the Union Pacific Railway. In Chicago Gen. 
Buford, because of his affable and courteous 
manners, occupied a distinguished position 
in the social world. 

The remains were removed to theGeneral’s 
late residence, No. 1302 Indiana avenue, and 
the funeral will take place at 10 a. m. today.

THE WITCH DOCTOR. 


Antigquated Superstition Bevived 
Near St. Louis. 

BELLEVILLE, III., March 28.—[St. Louis 
Republican. A family named Lange, near 
Centreville, for some time had beén much 
troubled with sickness, and they had tried 
several doctors to no purpose. finally a 
witch-doctor, whose home is in Columbia, 
Monroe County, but who combines scissors 
‘and knife grinding with that of casting out 
witches, one day happened at the house of 
the Langes, plying his scissors-grinding 
business. He learned of the sickness of the 
family, and, after pretending to make an ex- 
amination, he pronounced that the family 
were possessed of witches, and induced the 
family to believe the same and that he could 
cast them out. The family instructed him 


An 


to proceed with the casting-out business, and 


he commenced upon the task, He stated that 
he would have to traverse the locality about 
the house for a couple of days before he 
could east out the witches. For two days 
the witch doctor walked the fields immedt- 
ately in the vicinity of the farmer’s house, 
and one morning announced to the sick fam- 
ily that the time had arrived for him to send 
adrift the witches which were bothering 
them. The old witch doctor then with unin- 
telligible muttering, which the family be- 
lieves to have been some Indian dialect, and 
all sorts of motions went about the house and 
finally stopped at the bed occupied by the 
heads of the fagrily. The bed was examined 
and the feathers in the tick. He commenced 
to pick out snajl-shells from among the 
teathers and throw them on the floor until he 
said they were all out. He did the same 
with all the other beds, getting more snail- 
shells in them also. The floor was now cov- 
ered with the snail-shelis, which the doctor 
said had been changed to such from feathers 
by the witches, and that this was what was 
atflicting the family. Then he gathered up 
ail the snail-shelis, being careful to get the 
last one of them for fear that the eure might 
not be perfect, and, putting them in a hot fire 
in the stove, watched them burn, all the time 
roing on with his mutter and 
iis mysterious motions. At last he went 
through the latter ceremony over each of 
the family, and in a deep, sepulchral tone 
gave the command, “Depart, ye witches, 
from this family and their household,” and 
then he sank down exhausted. When he be- 
came himself again he announced to the 
family that he had succeeded in casti out 
the witches, and that they would soon 

He obtained his fee and left 
to find some other family troubled with 
witches whom he could dupe out of a fee.

- GOULD’S ANSWER. 
HE SAYS THE TELEGRAPHIC CONSOLIDA- 
TION WAS STRICTLY REGULAR. 

New York, March 29.—Jay Gould’s an- 
s wer in the first suit of WiNiam S. Williams 
against the Western Union Telegraph Com- 
pany and others, in the Superior Court, was 
served today. The suit is brought in refer- 
ence to the consolidation between the West- 
ern Union, American Union, and Atlantic & 
Pacific Telegraph Companies. The answer 
is a general denial of the allegations in the 
complaint. Gould alleges that at a meeting 
Feb. 5, 1881, the agreement ofWan. 19 and Feb. 
3 for consolidation were ratified by 
a vote of 308,225 shares in favor and 
600 against. At the same meeting 308,189 
shares voted in favor of increasing the cap- 
ital stock to $80,000,000, and 100 shares voted 
against. The meeting was valid and legally 
held. None of the stockholders of the West- 
ern Union Telegraph Company dissented 
from the stock dividend except Williams and 
Rufus Hatch, who held but 600 shares be- 
tween them. The effect of this agreement, 
he avers, was to increase the market value 
of the Western Union stock, and the injunc- 
tion which plaintiff obtained ,depressed the 
market value. These stucks, Gould declares, 
are readily convertible mto cash, and if 
plaintiff aid not desire to retain his invest- 
ment it was easy for him to convert them 
into money. 


REVENUE FRAUDS. 


SERIOUS CHARGES MADE BY COL. FRED- 
ERICK A. CONKLING. 


New York, March 29.—Col. Frederick A. 
Conkling, in a speech tonight, charged that 
the Knit-Goods Association raised $90,000, 
most of which, he declared, a Congressional 
investigation would show went “into the 
the pockets of some of our upright legis- 
lators.” He also said there was an organ- 
ized conspiracy, represented by the Knit- 
Goods Manufacturers’ Association, to cheat

were assisted not only by Secretary Win- 
dom, but by his assistant, French, and the 
conduct of the Judges was answerable for 
much corruption that was done by the differ- 
ent classification of goods to evade the law. 
A further victory, the speaker said, was re- 
cently gained by this organization in the pas- 
sage of a bill through Congress which, Conk- 
ling intimated, was passed by bribery and 
the trickery of its foremost movers, among 
whom was Senator Miller, of this State. 


A FOOL’S ERRAND. 
RECOVERING A LOST DIAMOND. 

New York, March 29.—[Special.|—In- 
mediately after the close of the ball at the 
Vanderbilt mansion on Tuesday morning 
an army of workmen was employed to re- 
move the temporary decorations and clear up 
the house. A report was in some manner 
circulated among them that valuable 
diamonds and other precious stones had been

It is the identical paper 
prepared in the War Department under tele- 
graphic instructions from Lieut.-Gen. Grant 
to Gen. Halleck,and which the latter pocketed 
after its completion, and before it could be 
telegraphed to Nashville. It is throughout 
in the handwriting of Col. J. C. Kelton, then 
Adjutant-General to Halleck, on paper with 
the army-headquarters letter-head, and is at- 
tested as official by Col. Kelton. it was then 
ready to receive its number from a clerk and 
be entered in the official records. Gen. Hal- 
leck, however, not only did not telegraph it 
to Nashville, but put the paper in his pocket 
and did not allow it to go into the records, 
A few hours later Grant decided to suspend 
his order, and telegraphed Gen. Halleck to 
that effect. The latter, however, had al- 
ready suspended it in the very practical 
manner stated. 

Had Gen. Halleck been in sympathy with 
the order when it was received from City 
Point, it would have been telegraphed to 
Nashville hours before Gen. Grant concluded 
to suspend it, and the change it directed 
would have been accomplished. In this case, 
asis readily seen, no order of suspension 
would have restored e situation. The 
statement that such an order had been given 
by Gen. Grant, and been withheld by Gen. 
Halleck, was first made public in the corre- 


- spondence of the Cincinnati Gazette in 1869, 


It was made upon the authority of a version 
of the matter which Gen. Halleck himself 
gave Gen. Thomas in San Francisco, when 
the latter relieved the former in that city. 
Soon after Gen. Badeau, the now noted writ- 
er of military fiction, denied Gen. Halleck’s 
statement, and furnished partial extracts 
from the records, which seemed to prove 
that Gen. Halleck could not have pocketed 
the order which he described. :

There are two very marked points of 
difference between this paper and the one 
which has been generally accepted for some 
years past as a copy of this original order. 
The first paragraphs, as will be seen, placed 
Gen. Schofieldin command of all troops in 
the three Departments of the Cumberland, 
the Ohio, and the Tennessee, instead, as has 
been supposed. of those in the Cumberiand 
alone. The second paragraph, in addition to 
relieving Gen. Thomas from all command, 
put on him the additional humiliation of re- 
porting to his former subordinate for assign- 
ment of duty. The terms of this second 
paragraph of the President’s instruction 
were at the request of Gen. Grant, who had 
telegraphed Secretary Stanton two days be- 
fore as follows: 

Lou probably saw my order to Thomas 
to attack. If he does not do so promptly, I 
would recommend superseding him by Scho- 
feld, leaving Thomas subordinate.” 

And, as showing the purpose of Grant to 
force the removal of Thumas, itis pertinent 
to add that the above telegram to Stanton 
was sent a few hours after one had been re- 
ceived by Grant from Thomas, in which the 
latter said: 

1 will make the necessary disposition 
and attack Hood at once, agreeably to your 
orders, though 4 believe it will be hazard- 
ous with the small furce of cavalry now at 
my service.“ 

As every one now knows, that attack was 
revented by a sleet-storm, which made it 
mpossible for men or horses to move. The 

draft of the above paper, which has hereto- 
fore been accepted as correct, was furnished 
from notes in Gen. Halleck’s headquarters, 
when these were established at Louisville. 
It was published in answer to a denial au- 
thorized by Gen. Badeau, and after its pub- 
lication Badeau continued his attempts to 
discredit the declaration of Halleck that any 
such paper had been pocketed. For pur- 
poses of comparison it is herewith produced:

New Tonk, March 29.—[Special.]—Sena- 
tor John Sherman while in the city last night 
was asked if he expected a Republican vic- 
tory in Ohio this fall, to which he replied:

THERE is weeping and wailing among the

The most important duty of the Citizens’ 
Union Campaign Committee is to secure a 
fair count next Tuesday.

Mass- 
meetings, manifestoes, music, and proces- 
sions are very well in their way, but they 
cannot carry the election in opposition to a 
system of organized fraud. The most com- 
plete success in getting out voters and hav- 
ing their ballots pröperly deposited in the 
boxes will go for nothing if the honest votes 
are not counted, or their rightful power is 
overcome by corrupt means. 

Assaults upon the purity of the ballot-box, 
when properly understood, never fail to 
arouse the indignation and resentment of 
honest voters. Corruption of this nature 
strikes at the very foundation of free institu- 
tions. No man is safe, no form of govern- 
ment can endure, if the will of the people 
duly expressed according to law is ruthlesly 
violated and trampled upon. It was an ap- 
prehension of this nature which gave basis 
to the tremendous uprising against Hesing 
when he was a candidate for County Treas- 
urer. A proper knowledge of the dangers 
now impending would kindle the same wrath 
and produce the same result. There can be 
no doubt of the intentions of the machine, 
under the direction of tha City-Hall “ gang,’’ 
to carry this election by fair means if they can 
—by foul means if they must. The election 
boards in the hardest wards or the city have 
been filled with unscrupulous representa- 
tives of one party alone, and that the party of 
the criminals, the thugs, and all the disrepu- 
table elements.

CARTER HARRISON AND AUSTIN DOYLE. 
Carter Harrison said in his Wen 
ceptance:

If Carter Harrison has told Mr. Doyle to 
close up every disreputable place in the city 
(which no one who knows Mr. Doyle will 
believe), then why has Mr. Doyle not done 
it? Is the Mayor in the habit of telling his 
officials to do a thing and paying ho attention 
to them when they disregard his instructions ? 
What kind of discipline or government is 
this? Carter Harrison knows well enough 
no disreputable places have been elosed. He 
knows well enough that Statejstreet is one 
vast reeking, filthy slum. He knows that 
there are hundreds of whisky dens, of dance- 
halls, of low theatres which have beastly 
exhibitions every afternoonand evening, of 
houses of prostitution, of assignation houses, 
of French cigar-stores which are the vilest 
of the vile, of restaurants which are 
intended for the purposes of prosti- 
tution, of buildings set apart for un- 
licensed vice of all 
of boozing kens, of second-hand dealers 
and pawnbrokers in league with thieves, of 
every possible resort, in fact, for vice that can 
be mentioned. It is the rendezvous for the 
“vicious and criminal of every class. There 
is not a vice known to the world that is not 
practiced in these sinkholes. There is nota 
crime that has not been practiced there. 
The worst prostitutes, male and female, 
swarm in these places. in an area of half a 
mile square there are 225 hell-holes, patron- 
ized by abandoned men and women, not 
secretly, but ovenly and publicly, and in the 
most brazen manner, rightin the eyes of re- 
spectable people, and right in the eyes of the 
police. By day no woman can pass them 
without insult. By night no man can pass 
them without danger of assault and robbery. 
They hang out their signs and advertise 
their practices by bawdy pictures and other 
allurements. They stand in their doors and 
solicit passers-by, especially the young, re- 
viling those who pay no heed to their foul 
entreaties. What goes on within these foul 
dens could not be told on paper. 

And yet Carter Harrison has the audacity 
to say that he has ordered Austin Doyle to 
close up. the disreputable places! As they 
are not closed up, notone of them—though 
they violate the laws, not to speak of public 
decency, every day and every hour of. the 
day—it must follow that Austin Doyle has 
paid no attention to his instructions. Does 
any one believe this? If he has not, why 
has not Carter Harrison rebuked him? And 
it he will not do it, why has he not ordered 
the police himself to go and shut up these 
hell-holes, and these Appetite Bills, En- 
glish Charlies, French Joes, and the entire 
disreputable gang to leave the city? Does 
any one believe that he has ever 
ordered Austin Doyle to close up any 
disreputable places, when he boasts that he 
will be re@lected by 15,000 majority? If 
they were closed up and the riff-raff and scum 
that keep them were driven out, he wouldn’t 
get 15,000 votes in the city. The strength of 
his vote comes from the rum-holes and 
gainbling-houses, and every house of prosti- 
tution electioneers for him, and its bedaubed 
and bedizened inmates advocate his cause.

shift responsibility to the shoulders of 
Mr. Doyle is contemptible. Mr. Stiles was 
right in his declaration that Mr. Doyle would 
clean Chicago of this disreputable filth if he 
were allowed to, but he will never de al- 
lowed to so long as Carter Harrison remains 
Mayor. There is but one way of reaching it, 
and that is to elect a man for Mayor who has 
no affiliations with it, who owes nothing to 
it, whois not controlled by it, who will not 
get one of its votes, and who has expressed 
his determination to clean it out if he bas the 
chance.

Nothing could be fun- 
nier in the abstract than the appearance of 
Carter Harrison in that rdle. 

He started out by saying that he was ex- 
ceedingly sorry the convention had forced 
the nomination upon him, and insisted that 
he accepted it ata great personal sacrifice. 
This statement was intended, we presume, 
as a notice that, in case of re@lection, he 
would hold it as a personal right to be more 
irresponsible than ever to the pressure of 
public sentiment, and to run the office of 
Mayor with all its dependencies in the inter- 
est of the clique known as the City-Hall 
gang. His election to a third term will make 
him the Autocrat of Chicago. The use he 
will make of his absolute power may be 
judged best from the existing condition of 
things. 

Up to the day after election, however, the 
future Autocrat wili insist upon being re- 
garded as a martyr. He will have it that the 
Chicago newspapers are in league to abuse 
and vilify him, that Gen. Stiles has been 
slandering him from the stump, and that the 
personal injuries done him are a sufficient 
claim for re&iection to an office which he in- 
sists he does not want. He goes so far as to 
say that he would not consent to be a candi- 
date if it were not for the abuse heaped upon 
him by the newspapers. This won't do, as 
Bob Ingersoll is accustomed to say.

NOT PARTISAN. 

It has always been the curse of City Gov- 
ernment in this country that it has been so 
mixed up with outside politics. Democrats 
and Republicans are foolish enough to vote 
against each other on the selection of Alder- 
men and Mayors when the real issue is not 
Democratic or Republican, but only one of 
good municipal management. It is remark- 
able that no great reforms have ever been 
achieved in the government of our cities ex- 
cept by a spontaneous and non-partisan 
movement of the taxpayers and citizens, as 
in New York and Philadelphia. 

The party that has now been formed to 
change the Government of Chicago into one 
that will not pander to the worst elements of 
the community is made up of men of both 
political parties. They have combined in 
their “Citizens’ Union” for the distinct and 
practical purpose of securing such reforms 
that residence in Chicago will be more at- 
tractive, and business more profitable, and 
life and property more secure than under 
this Mike McDonald Regency. 

A remark made by Mayor Harrison in ac- 
cepting the Democratic renomination will ex- 
pose the indifference to the interests of the 


city, and the ulterior designs with which ne 


seeks to retain his position. He said: 


The Republicans say I have the machine. It 
is true, and I want to keep it for 1884. I want 
Illinois to be Democratic in 1884. 


This is not the argument that would be 
made by a candidate who desired to advance 
the real interests of Chicago. This city does 
not want to elect a Mayor who will keep the 
machine for Democratic use in 1884. It does 
not want one who will teke the machine” 
into Republican hands for use in 1884. The 
internal affairs of Chicago have nothing to 
do with a “ machine,” Republican or Demo- 
cratic. 

Mayor Harrison’s avowal that he wants the 
power of the Mayoralty so as to promote the 
election of a Democratic President shows 
how poorly qualified he is to have control of 
the Government of this city. He has not a 
word to say about a better enforcement of 
the laws, nor about more énergetic meas- 
ures to repress crime, though he himself 
avowed the other day that he considered it 
necessary to arm himself when he went out 
at night. Noneof the pressing local topics 
that are receiving the earnest study of those 
who are alarmed by the prospect of the im- 
minence of a moraland physical pestilence 
in Chicago got a wordfrom him. To carry 
Chicago, and by that means perhaps the 
State, for the Democrats in 1884, is the sum 
and substance of his conception of the duty 
ot a Mayor. 

The people of Chivago love peace and or- 
der, irrespective of whether they are Repub- 
licans or Democrats. Those who own prop- 
erty and have families to bring up are 
troubled by the growth of the saloons and 
evil resorts, and want a check put to this 
culture of vice and intemperance, whether 
those who practice it are of one poiitical 
party or another, 

There is plenty of Chicago business fora 
Mayor to attend to without worrying himself 
about the Presidential election. If the busi- 
ness, moral, and social interests of Chicago 
need one thing more than another it is the 
election of a Mayor who will leave 1884 
alone. No politician, intriguing with his 
petty local patronage for ashare of the spoils 
that would go to the Victors in a National 
election can possibly attend properly to the 
government of a great city like this. The 
people db not want any such man to be their 
local Executive. 

No class of voters will be quicker to see 
the weakness of such a program and the un- 
desirability of putting into te Mayoralty a 
man who avows in advance that he will not 
attend to its duties than the respectable, 
property-owning, law-abiding Democratic 
business-men. The power of this city to at- 
tract business, travel, and population will 
vary perceptibly, according as the coming 
election declares whether its present style of 
government is to continue as now or be radi- 
cally changed for the better. 


PROGRESS or LAW-REFORM. 

The course of the project for criminal-law 
reform in the Legislature seems to be tortu- 
ous and uncertain. The prospects of success 
alternate with the signsof defeat so unex- 
pectedly and erratically that it is impossible 
to guess what the outcome will be. A few 
days ago Senator Ray’s bill, providing that 
juries shall be judges of the fact and not the 
law, failed in the Senate by receiving a few 
less votes than a majority of the entire body, 
but the very next step was the passage of the 
same Senator’s bill requiring that bail-bonds 
shall bea lien upon the property scheduled un- 
der oath as security. This bill received thirty- 
one votes, and only five votes were recorded 
against it. Yet the bill which failed had a com- 
mon purpose with the bill which passed the 
Senate by so large a vote. Both are designed 
to prevent the escape of criminals, one by 
making the bail-bonds good and the other by 
providing that ignorant or corrupt juries 
shall not be expressly authorized by statute 
to misconstrue the law in defiance of the pre- 
siding Judge. Senator Ray has had a date 
fixed for reconsidering the vote by which the 
latter bill failed, and the result iu the case of 
the bail-bond bill iuspires the hope that the 
other may also be passed at the next at- 
tempt. 

The bill making the recognizance for the 
appearance of a person accused of eri me a 
lien upon the real estate scheduled in the 
bond is an important feature of criminal-law 
reform, and if properly enforcea by the 
ollicers of the law it can break up the straw- 
bond system.

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day is permitted to be forfeited because 


‘maker knows it cannot be collected: But 


the prisoner puts in an appearance next 
day, when the date fixed for trial has passed. 
He thus secures time to run off the witnesses 
in the case against him, or manufacture 
evidence for his defense. But the reform in 
the bond-system will not be sufficient in 
itjelf to prevent fraudulent continuances. 
The most common way of delaying trials is 
by means of change of venue and perjured 
affidavits, alleging that absent witnesses 
would give important testimony. Two other 
measures are necessary to defeat these 


frauds—one making, the granting of a change 


of venue discretionary with the Judge to 
whom the application is madé, and the other 
empowering the State’s-Attorney to admit as 
evidence the alleged testimony of absent 
witnesses with the privilege of disproving it 
just as if the witnesses had been present in 
person. This rule will give the aceused an 
advantage whenever the material witness is 
actually absent, but it will act as a barrier 
against fraudulent continuances. If a ma- 
jority of the Legislature is favorable to the 
criminal-law reforms demanded by the peo- 
ple, these two measures will not be neglected.

Fortu- 
nately the decent voters of the ward are 
thoroughly aroused and fully con- 
scious of the disgrace which tne 
election of Jonas would bring upon them. 
They mean to beat him, and should not jet 
up on their efforts until election-day. With 
an honest ballot and a fair count they can 
attain their object, and prevent the return 
of so unfit a man to the City Council. 


Tars is not a personal fight against the 
man Harrison, but a popular rising against 
the best Mayor (for the bummers) Chicago 
has ever had. The election is not merely to 
place one person instead of another in the 
Mayoralty, but also to determine who are to 
be the Aldermen for the coming term. The 
taxpayers areto decide next Tuesday whether 
the preference of the lower elements shall 
rule in the personnel of the Mayor’s office, 
and whether it shall control the whole ad- 
ministration of the City Government.

fairly and justly to the official conduct of 
Mayor Harrison and his party. Practical 
reasons of the most persuasive kind demand 
as powerfully as sentimental ones that all 
good citizens, without regard to party, exert 
their whole influence to give this city what it 
so sadly needs: a Mayor and Aldermen who 
will do all that can be done under the laws 
to repress vice and bring the administration 
of city affairs up to a metropolitan grade of

Tux people of Tennessee are to be con- 
gratulated upon the strong vote by which 
their Senate has decided in favor of the 
establishment of a Railway Commission in 
that State. It is usually the Senate which 
blocks the way in favor of the corporations 
to such protective legislation, as was the case 
in Texas and Nebraska. The exception they 
make in favor of roads now uncompleted or 
to be hereafter constructed until ten years 
after they have been finished is a novelty in 
laws of this kind. It is a concession to 
Huntington and Stanford, who threatened 
they would not build in the State if they 
were subjected to any supervision. The 
people of Tennessee will find we believe, that 
they have bought their railroads too dear if 
they get them at the price of immunity to 
Huntington and Stanford to repeat in that 
State the shameful discriminations and op- 
pressions they have been guilty of in Cali- 
fornia and Nevada.

ENTHRONEMENT OF THER ARCHBISHOP OF 
CANTERBURY. 


CANTERBURY, March 29.~—The enthrone- 
ment of Archbishop of Canterbury took place 
today. The traditional enthronement cere- 
monies were observed. There was a dense 
crowd in the cathedral. ‘Uhe Duke of Eden- 
burg, representatives of Oxford and Cam- 
bridge Universities, a great concourse of 
clergymen, and the Bishop of Saskatchewan 
and the Bishop of Long Island were present. 


The Rt. Rev. Edward White Benson, D. D., 
formerly Bishop of Truro, thus comes into 
formal possession of the See of Canterbury 
and assumes the Primacy of All En- 
gland. Iie was born at Birming- 


ham in 1823, and was educated in 


that city and at Trinity College, Cambridge, 


where he took high honors. In 1858 he took 
orders, and: after twenty years spent in aca- 
demical work became a canon and Chancel- 
lor of Lincoln Cathedral. On the formation 
of the Diocese of Truro Dr. Benson was con- 
secrated its first Bishop, and on the death of 
Archbishop Tait he was preferred by Mr. 
Gladstone to the vacant Archiepiscopate. He 
is a High Churchman, but of the moderate 
order, and in politics a Whig. lie 
now comes into the control of an 
income ot $75,000, with a couple of 
palaces in which to reside, and the control 
of hundreds of livings.

DRATH OF THE SON OF A GREAT PORT. 

Lonpon, March 20.— The Rev. Derwent 
Coleridge, son of the celebrated poet, is 
dead. 


He was born at Keswick Sept. 14, 1800, and 
was educated with his brother at a small pri- 
vate schog! near Ambleside. For about two 
years he was engaged as a private tutor, at 
the expiration of which time he entered St. 
John’s College, Cambridge, where he formed 
an intimacy with some of the contributors to 
the Etonian and Knight’s Quarterly Maga- 
zine. Under he nom de plumeof Dave- 
nant Cecil”? he became a contributor to the 
last-mentioned periodical. After leaving 
college he was engaged in _ tuition 
at Plymouth, at Helston, in Cornwall, 
and as Principal of St. Mark’s College, Chel- 
sea, from 1841 to 1864. Ile was a prebendary 
of St. Paul's Cathedral and Rector of Han- 
well, Middlesex. He contributed the memoir 
of his brother, prefixed to Hartley Coloridge’s 
* Poetical Remains,” which he edited, and 
collected the scattered wri s and corre- 
spondence of his distinguished father. Sev- 
eral volumes of notes and margivalia were 
issued from the press. He was the author of 
a work entitled “The Scriptural Character 
of the English Chureb,’”’ published in 1839; 
edited the prose as well as the poetical “ Ro- 
mains’? of his brother, and the Lay Ser- 
mons” of his father, and a life of the late 
Winthrop Mackworth Praed, prefixed to his 
collected poetical works, published in 1864. 
His views on education were recorded in two 
letters addressed to his cousin, the Rt.-Hon. 
Sir John T. Coleridge, ih 1861. More recent- 
ly he published, by desire, a speech delivered 
at London House on“ Compulsory Educa- 
tion and Rate Payment.“

LORENZ DIEFENBACH DEAD, 

DARMSTADT, March 29.—Lorenz Diefen- 
bach, an eminent scholar, is dead. 


Herr Diefenbach was born in 1806 at 
Ostheim, in the Grand Duchy of Hesse, and 
was the son of a Protestant clergyman. He 
was educated at the University of Gressen, 
and became pastor of Sohns-Laubach. After 
residing in a pastoral capacity in several 
towns in Germany, Switzerland, France, and 
Belglum, he finally settled in 1840 at Offen- 
bach, a small city in Hesse-Darmstadt. 
Here he acquired great influence.among the 
working-people, which he was enabled to use 
wisely during the troubles of 1848. He was 
made an honorary citizen of Offenbach and 
sent as Deputy to the Frankfort Diet. Herr 
Diefenbach has written extensively on phill- 
osophical and philological subjects, and was 
the author of several valuable works on 
grammar and of a comparative dictionary. 
He also published two small collections of 
poems and several romances, 

GORTSCHAKOFF’S DEATH. 

BADEN BADEN, March 16. — [London 
Standard.|—inquiries here tend to confirm 
the suspicion that Prince Gortschakoff’s 
death was caused by poison. Dr. Schelief, 
his physician, found him well on the 10th of 
February, but was called on the 17th to deal 
with an attack of sickness and indigestion, 
which he treated on the supposition that it 
was merely the result of old age. The mal- 
ady contined obstinate; the Doctor suspect- 
ed poison, and, on examination of the ejecta, 
discovered phosphorous. From this aitack 
the Prince slowly recovered, but on the 4th 
of March he was still so weak thet hope of 
his recovery was very slight. lmprovement 
continued, and the Prince was comparatively 
well by Thursday morning, the 8th of March. 
On the evening of that , A he had sudden 
returns of extreme weakness, rapidly follow- 

each other until death occurred, 

‘he weakness was accompanied by some 
strange syinptoms often accompanying or- 
ganic or vegetable poisoning. hosphorus 
was only once discovered, and the suspicion 
of a second attempt to poison with organic 
poison must be left to be confirmed or dis- 
sipated by the criminal inguiries which are 
being . pushed forward. The 
Public Prosecutor from Carlsruhe again ar- 
rived here today, carefully examining both 
sons of the Prince, Mme. Braun, and others. 
ine fnost complete secrecy is Kept as to all 
details. 

The chemical post-mortem examination of 
the contents of the stomach has proved the 

resence there of traces of phosphorus. 
Mine. Braun is said to have in her possession 
a written promise of marriage from the de- 
ceased Prince. 


SPAIN, 
TIME SET FOR A ROYAL WEDDING. 
Maprip, March 29.—The date of the mar- 
riage of Prince Louis Ferdinand, of Bavaria, 
to the Infanta Maria Della Paz, has been 
officially announced in the Cortes. The 
marriage will take place April 2. 


Prince Adalbert, uncle of King Luis of 
Bavaria, married the Spanish Princess 
Amelia in 1856. Amelia is the daughter of 
Isabella's uncle, the Duke of Cadiz, and is 
still alive. Prince Adalbert died in 1875. 
IIis eldest son is now to marry the Princess

ERWARD SUCCESSFUL. 

[Pall Mall Gazetie, March 17.]}—An elec- 
tion was held last Sunday to fill Gambetta’s 
seat at Belleville, but a second ballot will be 
necessary, as none of the candidates ob- 
tained an absolute majority. In view of the 
disturbanees in Paris it is so far satisfactory 
to see that M. Jules Guesde, the professed 
anarchist, whose program included the 
liquidation sociale and the use of dynamite, 
obtained only 476 votes. On the other hand, 
itis tolerably clear that so far as Belleville 
is concerned Opportunism has died with 
the death of Gambetta, In 1881 Gam- 
betta obtained 4,519 votes (being an absolute 
majority of 69) against 3,586 polled for M. 
Sigismond Lacroix. On Suuday the latter 
headed the poll with 3,474 votes, while M. 
Métivier, the Opportunist candidate, obtained 
only 2,042. There is thus a diminution of 
some 2,500 in the number of Opportunist 
votes; 1,178 were transferred to M. Dumay, 
the workman “ Collectivist ” eandidate, and 
the remaining votes are accounted for by ab- 
stentions, avout 1,500 less votes having n 
recorded than in 1881. It should be added 
that M. Métivier (a doctor) was at some dis- 
advantage in having come late into the fieid 
to replace M. Léon Clery, a distinguished 
barrister and a rsonal friend of the late 
8 82 for Belleville,“ who was forced by 
ill-health to retire from the contest.

SWEDEN AND NORWAY. 
A ROYAL GIFT DECLINED. 

[Pall Mall Gazette.|\—We have before re- 
ferred to the constitutional struggle in Nor- 
way and the angry speech from the throne 
with which the King dismissed the Storthing 
atthe end of the session last year. This 
speech, in which the King openly censured 
the representatives of the people upon their 
atiitude in their legislative work and in the 
question of the King’s claim to the absolute 
veto, the Government decided on printing 
and distributing over the whole country, be- 
lieving it would influence public opinion in 


their favor at the elections last autumn. As 


events have shown, this moveon the part 
of the Government had not the desired 
effect, as the people, in reply, and 
as a strong protest to the King’s claim 
to an absolute veto, returned a still larger 
majority of Radicals than on any previous 
election, the number of Radicals in the 
Storthing now being eighty-three against 
thirty-one Conservatives. A curious inci- 
dentin connection with the distribution of 
the royal speech has just occurred, and may 
be regarded as a proof of the democratic 
character of the political opinions held by 
the Norwegian peasantry, who playan im- 
portant part in the politics of the country. 
It appears that the King is often presenting 
libraries in the country districts with gifts 
of books, anda short time ago he sent the 
Library of Stjernerd District sueh a present. 
In the district meeting, where this matter 
was brought under notice, the following 
resolution was, however, carried: 

As the District Board, as well as the commit- 
tee of the District Library, understand the gift. 
especially as it is accompanied with a copy of 
the royal speech of 1882, to be a present with a 
certain political tendency which in ite principles 
differs so widely from the opinion of the inhab- 
itants of the district we deem it advisable, al- 
though there are tn the present collection books 
which we gratefully would have received, to re- 
turn everything.

THE PANAMA CANAL, 
GLOWING ACCOUNTS BY THE COMPANY. 
New York, March 2.—[Special.}—Ac- 

cording to the officers of the Panama Canal 
Company in this city, the work on the Pana- 
ma Canal is going on satisfactorily. There 
are now about 6,000 men at work. More 
than halt the line is now under contract, 
and the canal company is also at work upon 
Other parts. One of the contracts embraces 
about seven miles on the Atiantic side, and 
another about the same on the Pacific side. 
Both of these contracts are with American 
companies, The work of excavation on 
both sides will soon be under way. 
Three dredges are now at work, and 
the largest dredge in the world is now at 
sea on the way to the isthmus. A number 
of miles of side-tracks have been bulit con- 
necting with the Panama Railroad, leading 
out-to * selected for the deposit of ex- 
cavated rock, earth, ete. It has been found 
necessary to constructa new harbor at the 
outlet of the canal into the Atlantic, about 
three miles from the harbor at Aspinwall, so 
as to furnish protection to vessels con- 
nected with and navigating the ca- 
nal. This is nearly completed. 
Such American machinery as has been 
sent to the isthmus has given great 
satisfaction. Besides machinery, many sup- 
plies have been and will be sent from this 
country. Already in the purchase of Pana- 
ma Railroad stock, and for other purposes, 
there have been nearly $25,000,000 in gold 
aid by the canal company to citizens of the 
Inited States. Mr. Charles De Lesseps 
sailed from Aspinwall yesterday for New 
York, and will be here next week. The en- 
gineers have estimated that the whole forty- 
six miles of the canai will be finished in 
about seven years, unless something now 
unforeseen, such as unusual sickness among 
the laborers or serious accidents, occurs. 


HEBREW LEFT-HANDEDNESS., 

(London Echo. I— There is anew problem for 
the Angio-Israeiites. Were the ancient He- 
brews a left-handed people? Dr. Erienmeyer 
has just given an interesting and learned lect- 
ure to prove that they were. Most of the Aryan 
peoples, as we know, write from the left to the 
right of a sheet ef paper, and their books are 80 
printed as to be read in this direction. Most of 
the Semitic people, on the contrary, write from 
the right to the left of the paper. Hitherto this 
very emphatic difference bas been simpiy repre- 
sented to be a mere characteristic of babit kept 
up by the reverence for tradition which is 80 
deeply rooted in the Semitic mind. It has nev- 
ea occurred to any one, so far as we know, that 
the direewon taken by the hand of a Semitic 
scribe in writmge was due to a physiological 
cause, nameiy, to the fact that his left hand 
was his better hand, and was much more ready 
and dexterous than the band which we Ary- 
ans call the dexter. Dr. Erlenmeyer iusists, that 
the writers of the Oid Testament, and prebabiy 
the early Tuimudists after thom, naturaliy wrote 
with their left bands, aud would have found it 
difficult, if not unpussivble, to write nd the 
other band.

RAILROAD AND WAREHOUSE COMMISSIONERS.

There is no prospect that the President

The 
venerabie Secretary of the Treasury has so 
far improved within the last few days as to 
make it pretty certain that he will be able to 
go upon his prescribed trip to Bermuda next 
week, and his physicians say that if he 
strictly obeys orders he may be able to re- 
sume some of his duties at the de- 
partment late in the fall. This 
is as much as they do promise. 
The Secretary of the Treasury, within 
the last five months, has been absent thirteen 
weeks from the department, and now the 
prospect is that he will not be able to per- 
form the duties of his vifice for at least six 
months more It is not a prospect which 
promises the speedy transaction of the pub- 
lic business. There are papers now upon 
Judge Folger’s desk which were there when 
be entered the department, and he is not 
willing to surrender enough of his authority 
to suvordinates quite competent to pass upon 
these papers to have the cases settled. Even 


yesterday from his sick-room- he is now 


sittim up— Judge Folger wrote a letter to 
Don Cameron notifying him he could vot 
appoint the man Superintendent of the 
Bureau of Engraving and Printing whom 
Cameron had expected that he would ap- 
point, and Judge Folger added that he had 
never thought of appointing any one not 
connected with the bureau. On this Don 
Cameron will be likely to join issue with 
the Secretary, as the Pennsylvania Senator 
claims to have adistinct understanding, both 
with the Secretary and with the President, 
that a certain Pennsylvania man should 
receive the place. Irish, the late Super- 
intendent, has been in his grave 
two months, yet his successor has not yet 
been decided upon, and there is the usual de- 
moralization in the bureau which attends 
uncertainty as to the chief. it is now un- 
derstood that Burrill, the disbursing officer 
of the bureau, will be appointed chief. He 
is a comparatively new man in the bureau, 
who comes from Folger’s own town in New 
York. Sullivan, the expert, who stood next 
in rank to the deceased chief—Iirish—is the 
most competent man in the bureau 
for the place, and would be pro- 
moted if the principles of the civil- 
service rules were to operate. Burrill 
is said to be a capable man, and his integrity 
is unquestioned, but his promotion over a 
better-equipped superior will not meet the 
expectation of the friends of civil-service re- 
form. The circumstances connected with 
this appointment illustrate the fondness of 
the Secretary for delay, and they also illus- 
trate the tenacity with which he is likely to 
hold to power. The report that Judge 
Foiger has given up his houseis not to be- 
considered as indicating that he contem- 
plates resigning. He has simply not re- 
newed the annual lease of the very large 
house which he has been keeping, 
but remains in itasa monthly tenant. He 
will not hereafter need to maintain such an 
establishment as has been necessary to sup- 

rt the mess in which he was a member.

Proposed State Board of Health in 
Missouri. 

JEFFERSON CrTy, Mo., March 29.—]Spe- 
cial.]}—Tne Senate today defeated the Farm- 
ers’ Club Railroad Freight-Rates bill. The 
bill originated in the Farmers’ Club of the 


House, and proposed to reduce freight rates 


on grain, live stock, wood, and ties from 20 
to 25 per cent below.those now prevailing on 
the roads of the State. This putsan end to 
all regulation of freight rates by this Legis- 
lature, which will adjourn next Monday or 


Tuesday. 

Mr. Bashaw has introduced a bill in the 
Lower House providing for the creation of a 
State Board of Health, to consist of seven 
members appointed by the Governor by and 
with the advice and consent of the Senate. 
Five of the appointees must be physlclaus in 
good standing and at least five years resident 
in the State. No discrimination shall be 
made against any reputable medical system. 
The board is empowered to establish quaran- 
tines in any part of the State on the breaking 
out of any malignant, contagious, or infec- 
tious disease. Any person refusing to comply 
with the quarantine rules and regulations 
established by the board is liable, on convic- 
tion, to a fine ranging from $10 to $500, The 
board shall have a supervision of the regis- 
tration of births and deaths. Physicians and 
accoucheurs are obliged to register their 
names with the Clerk of the county where 
they reside, and are liable to a fine of $10 for 
failure to report any birth or death coming 
under their supervision. All Coroners are 
under a similar obligation and penalty. It is 
also the duty of the board to inquire into. 
fatal diseases prevalent among domestic ani- 
mals, and ascertain the nature and causes ot 
such diseases.

It has silenced the 
music of the spring birds and cooled the 
ardor of the farmers that were just ready to 
sow small grain. A late spring is now 
feared. Hancock County’s horticulturists 
meet every month in Hamilton or Warsaw. 
They say at their last ye that the apple 
crop of the county is not ba injured. The 
prospects are good for a faircrop. The 
peaches are all killed. he blackberries are 
all dead but the Snyder. Winter wheat in 
the county is in fine condition. 

TAYLOKVILLE, III., March 29.—[S - 
In a majority ot the reports furnished by 
your Illinois e pondents the prospects 
present a rather gloomy appearance. The 
impression left on the minds of the people 
after reading the reports is,in the mind of 
your correspondent, erroneous, especially 
throughout this section. There has been a 
great deal of grumbling over the condition 
of the winter-wheat crop, but in every in- 
stance the faultfinding has been done by 
those who formed their ideas from simply 
looking over their fields while riding by. 
They have never taken the trouble to make a 
careful examination of the condition of the 
wheat, and consequently were not able to 

ive a correct idea of the amount of damage 

one. On the other hand, those who have 

one over their wheat fields and examined it 

iligently say that the stories about the great 
damage done to wheat are all terribly exag- 
cor, They also claim that the outlook 

or an abundantcrop was never better and 
the acreage never so large. Again, these 
men are large growers of wheat, making that 
article their chief crop, and are consequently 
more deeply interested and more conversant 
with its present condition than those who 
simply raise a few acres to supply their fam- 
ilies with bread. 

LAFAYETTE, Ind., March 29.—[Special. ]— 
Reports concerning the wheat crop continue 
to be contradictory. A gentleman who is 
largely engaged in the purchase of wheat, 
and who has been over Tippecanoe County 
pretty thoroughly. as wellas made inquiry 
wherever possible, expressed the belief that 
the wheat crop has been damaged from one- 
half to two-thirds in the winter. He has 
been in the fields and taken up some of the 
wheat.’ He finds not only the tops dead, but 
the roots seem to bein the same condition. 
The timber lands are betterthan the prairie 
lands. Conversing with farmers, the infor- 
mation is gained thatin the low lands the 
damage has been yay great. Some express 
the opinion that if rain would fall now great 
good would be done, as it would Itven up 
the roots. The acreage in Tippecanoe is 
about the same as last year. 

Mapison, Wis., March 29.—[Special.]— 
There is as much frost in the ground in this 
section of Southern Wisconsin as there was 
two weeks ago, owing to the prevajent cold, 
raw weather, with occasional sunshine. The 
progress of thawing out is very slow. A 
vear ago this time the farmers were blowing 
for spring seeding, but it will be a fortnight, 
even with warm, favorable weather, before 
that work can be undertaken. Last ear, 
after seeding was over, a long cold spell set 
in and the growing season was very back- 
ward. This year, if the weather keeps 1 
right along, season may in the end be 
earlier than last.

DEATH OF GEN. CHARLES R. GILL. 
Maptson, Wis., March 20.—[(Special.]—Gen. 
Charies R. Gill died at his bome in the suburbs 
of this city at midnight last night, aged 33. Gen. 
Gill was born in Herkimer County, New York, 


in 1830, and entered upon the practice of law in 


Watertown, Wis., in 1854. In 1860 he was chosen 
to the State Senate, being ite youngest member, 
and becoming one of its strongest debaters. In 
1861 he introduced a resolution for a committee 
to inquire into the expediency of im- 
mediately putting the State on a war 
footing. This measure is believed to be 
the first adopted by any free State 
that year. Upon its adoption he reported a bill 
providing for raising six regiments of infantry 
and two batteries of artillery, which, after Fort 
Sumter bad been fired on, was taken up and 
passed. That summer, with a Colonel's commis- 
sion in his pocket, he commenced recruiting 
troops. He had become by that time one of the 
leading meu of the State. While addressing a 
meeting in Watertown for the raising of volun- 
teers some one in the crowd taunted him with 
urging others to enlist as soldiers while he 
would hold a high office and draw large pay. 
He drew out the commission from his pocket, 
tore it up, said he would go as a private, swore 
in on the spot, and went on with his speech. 
His example fired the young men, and enlist- 
ments peured in. He was elected Captain, and 
on the recommendation of several companies 
was made Colonel of the Twenty-ninth Regi- 
ment of Wisconsin Volunteers. He was a singu- 
lariy brave and dashing soldier, and won Na- 
tional distinction in the operations around 
Vicksburg ano at Champion Hills. He resigned 
in 1865, broken down in health,. and was 
immediately elected Attorney-Genera! of the 
State. In 18% he was appointed by Gen. Grant 
as Commissioner of Pensions, when kis health 
again broke down, and he returned to bis home 
near Madison. He bas since been giternately 
on the sick list and practicing law. bis day 
be was one of the most ective Republican 
orators on the stump. His al character 
was spotiess. Though but 53, he was a shattered 
man pbysically, appeared as if 70. old 
soldier, lawyer, and orator will be buried with 
high honors by the bar and veterans tomorrow.

A prominent liquor- 
dealer said to your correspondent: “ We get along 
better under the new system. With a popula-

Saloons. If the license were reduced to $100 per 


year there would be from fifty to seventy-five 
saloons, perhaps more. With such competition, 
the saloons would necessarily be very shabby, 
and, besides, there would be little or no money 
made by anybody.

Ao offer trom Mr. Isaac Drake of 198 by 196 feet, 

on the corver of Wavash avenue and Sixty-tirst 
— was finally accepted at $47.50 per front 
oot, 

So far so good, but it seems Mr, Drake was not 
the owner of the property, but ouly acted as 
agent, the bona fide owner being Mr. H. B. 
Lewis, of Engiewoud, and it soon leaked out that 
all Mr. Lewis realized was $40 per fvot 
for bis land. The conclusion was immediately 
reached that there was a steal, and that the 
Board of Education, or some of its members, 
were interested in it, and rumors have been fly- 
ing thick and fast ever siace. No charges are 
made against any individual member or mem- 
bers, altbough Mr. Lewis says he is satisued ia 
hisown mind that some of the members of the 
board participated in or received a portion of 
ry a between $40 and $47.50 per foot. or 

486. 

In order to get at the facts a TRIBUNE reporter 
called upon Mr. lsauc Drake. Mr. Drake said 
that Mr. Lewis was anxious to have a school- 
house in that portion of the town, and bad 
placed this tract in bis hands to sell to the 
Schvud!l Board iti possible. Mr. Lewis’ price was 
first 842.50. but be afterwards fell to $40. Mr. 
Drake said be bad petitions circulated, and 
bad been to considerabie expense and trouble to 
get the board to locate a school in that part of 
the town, and be did not consider that he had 
received too much for his troubie, especially as 
Mr. Lewis understood the situation. 

DR. DRAKE GOT IT ALL. 

Did any of the members of the Board of Ed- 
ucation receive any of the amouut received by 
you—#1,485—directly or indirectiy?” inquired 
the reporter. 

No. sir; it went lato my pocket, 
answer. 

Mr. Fred L. Kimmey, Secretary of the Board 
of hducation, stated that after the board bad 
authorized the purchase of the property he bad 
eXxatuined the title, and found it all rigbt with 
the exception of a morteage of $1,000, which was 
assum din the purchase. Mr. Drake came to 
bim ove evening with the deeds and wanted bim 
to draw an order for the money. He 
went with him to the residence ot Dr. Champlin, 
Pres deut, of the board, whose signature was 
necessary, and the order was given and he took 
the deeds. The next day Mr. Drake came to 
him and said he.must have the deeds to take to 
Mr. Graham, Treasurer of the school funds, as 
he bad, under instrucuons from Superiatendent 
Lane, refused to cash the order unless the deeds 
were placed in bis bands. He says Dr. Champlin 
then Appeared on the scene and told Treasurer 
Graham that he withdrew his approval or the 
order, but shortly afterward gave Lim permis- 
sion to pay it. 

THE OWNER’S STORY. 

Mr. H. B. Lewis, to whom the property be- 
longed, said he had insisted upon buving the 
money paid to himself in person, and that he 
had then drawo-a check for $1,385 and given to 
Dr. Drake. Mr. Lewis is anxious to have ipves- 
tigation instituted, and intimates that some of 
the parties would-not put in an appearance. 

The price paid for the lots does not seem to be 
exborbitant in comparison with some of the 
other offers, and the way land is heid in the 
vicinity. Mr. Lewis is grieved because he al- 
lowed se large a comnmssion for selling, and it is 
claimed that the whole scheme is a ruse to de- 
feat some of the members who are caudidates 
tor reGiection. There is great jealousy between 
certain members of the board, and the feeling 
is becoming more bitter as the annual schoo! 
election approaches. 


DAYLIGHT ROBBERY. 


ANOTHER LADY ASSAULTED ON A NORTH 
SIDE STREET. 

The thick-beaded, narrow-minded policy at 
police beadquarters of endeavoring to keep all 
criminai news from the reporters is, to say the 
least, a senseless and altogether unnecessary 
one. It is the newspapers that warn the public 
of existing dangers, and of the utter incapacity 
of the police force to give them the necessary 
protection. The city is absolutely filled with 
thugs, footpads, and sandbaggers, who swarm 
on every street and alley, and the police 
are either poweriess to prevent crime or 
wilfully shut their eves in peaceful indifference. 
Crimes of every nature and descripuion are 
duily reported at beadquarters, and no apparent 
effort made to find the perpetrators.

Another case of attempted highway robbery 
caine to the knowledge of a TRiBUNE reporter 
yesterday which the police bave thus far been 
able to suppress—altbough they have done 
nothing more.

BOARD OF EDUCATION. 
NEW SCHOOL BUILDINGS. 

The regular meeting of the City Board of Ed- 
ucation was held last evening, all of the mem- 
bers present except Mr. Keitb. 

A petidon was presented and referred for the 
introducuon of German into the Walsh School. 

The Committee on Bulldings and Grounds rec- 
ommended che awarding the contracts for erect- 
ing a school building at the corner of Went- 
worth avenue and Thirty-third street, to cost 
$44,000, which was exciusive of the heating ap- 
paratus. 

Mr. Story objected to the report, on the 
ground that he regarded the price as excessive, 
and moved to lay the whole matter over. 

Mr. Garvey though the several bids were as 
low as could be gotten, and moved as a substi- 
tute that the musoury. cut-stone, and carpen- 
ter work be let, and that the other bids be laid 
over for two weeks. The substitute prevailed. 

The same committee as Keil autadrized to ad- 
vertise for proposais for erecting three new 
schoois—the Keith School, corner of Dearborn 
and Thirty-third street; the Weils, corner of 
Ashland avenue and Cornelia streets; and the 
Irving School, Lexington street, between Hoyne 
and Leavitt—and for the labur and materiai to 
com plete the South Division High School. The 
request was granted. 

The same committee reported that itmvould 
be useless to repair the stairways in Mosely and 
Scammon scboois,which were unsafe. and recom- 
mened that the architect 4 plans for new 
stairways, and that the work done during the 
summer vacation. The report was concurred in. 

The Committee on Teachers presented about 
forty names of persons who had passed examin- 
ation. and recommended that they be granted 
certificates to teach, to be assigued as vacancies 
occurred. The report was adopted. 

J.C. Dodge was elected to fill a vacancy as 
Principal of the Oakley School, and Miss Lucia 
Johnsoo as Principal of the Central Park School.

It the following little reminiscence should 
happen to come to the notice of the workmen in 
the mills of the Calumet Iron & Steel Company 
at Cummings they may possibly not feel as 
friendly as usual towards the ring ticket which 
their friend and protector so warmly supports. 
Last July, while the strike was in 
progress at the mills of the com- 
pany, some twenty-five or thirty scabs,“ or 
non-union men, were imported by the company 
and safely gotten inside the high fence which 
surrounds the works.

Boston, Mass., March 29.—]Special.J—in its 
general condition the stock market today was 
extremely dull and without feature, though its 
tone was moderately firm.

The turning point was dependent on the 
circulation of estimates that stocks in the West 


are larger than a year ago, and that the sum 


mer packing will show an increase of 10@25 per 
cent over that of 1882. This increased the num- 
ber of sellers, and made buyers hold off. There 
was a fair shipping demand for wmeats, 
and some were sold for export 
to the Baltic, German ports being 
now ciosed. Pork advanced 50, fell back lic, 
and closed 7%c below the latest prices of 
Wednesday, at $18.32% for May. Lard improved 
7560. and lost it, closing tame at $11.45 for May. 
Short ribs closed 24%c lower, at $9.95 for May, 
though selling at $10.00 early in the day, with a 
good demand for the longer futures. On the 
afternoon call the market was firmer, closing at 
$18.35 for May pork. 

Flour was dull and easy. There was scarcely 
any demand, either home or foreign, and the 
business of the day did not pay for bringing out 
ow Bran and other coarse millstuſts were 

rm. 

Wheat was quiet and generally firm, advan- 
cing 4@%c, but fell back and closed on Change 
Ke below the latest prices of Wednesday, at 
$1.05%% for April and $1.10%.bid for May. The 
British markets were quoted 3@6d per quarter 
lower on cargoes, but our receipta were very 
small, and there was a good deal of news of 
damage known or supposed to wheat in the 


Western States. Some correspondents said that i 
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the prospedt is certainly no better than in 1881. 


This, and the report in regard to the end of the 


litigation over the July wheat deal encouraged 
buyers, or rather it scared a good few shorts 
into selling, and there was comparatively little 
‘wheat on sale till about noon, by which time 
buyers had got through. It was also 
reported that the visible supply bad decreased 
during the last week about 600,000 bu, besides the 
nominal decrease of 500,000 bu due to the correc- 
tion of erroneous figures in the last proceeding 
statement. Late in the day the better demand 
ot the morning was accounted for by the report 
that there was a good export demand in New 
Y ork for winter wheat. The offerings of car-lots 
were ligbt, and No. 2 spring sold up Ic, while No, 3 
spring advanced 4c from Wednesday's prices. 

Corn was moderately active, and firm early in 
the day, but weak later. The market declined 
6, then advanced e and fell off 1%c, closing 
lc below the latest prices of Wednesday, at 520 
for April and Sone tor May. Liverpool was 
reported d per cental higher, and our receipts 
showed a further falling off, with only 
about 50 per cent passed into the high 
grades. The small supply of the 
inferioggrades brought out a good shipping de- 
mand them, and rejected advanced another 
le, but did not keep up. The visible supply was 
reported to have increased about 1,500,000 bu 
during last week, but it was supposed that it is 
now decreasing rather sharply, with a let up in 
the movement from first hands, and this was 
reason for a brisk speculative demand in the 
early part of the day, but the feeling all through 
was weak as compared with wheat, the finer 
weather being favorable to a good planting sca- 
son, While the weaker kneed shorts had previ- 
ously run to cover. 

Outs were excited and irregular with corn, 
prices opening dle below the latest of the 
previous day, advancing 4%@%c, and again de- 
clining to the opening figures, at which the mar- 
ket closed steady. Nothing was done in spot or 
seller the month, 42c being bid for giit-edged 
No. 2. The trading was mostly in the May, June, 
and July deliveries. Samples sold at about Wed- 
nesday’s prices. | 

Rye was quiet and weak for Hot. selling at 

5e for No. 2, rejected being quotable at 4¥c. 
Seller March was nominal at 56% and April at 
5ic. May sold at 62c, closing weak at that price. 

Barley was firm, with no trading reported in 
spot, 53c being bid for gilt-edged No. 3, and regu- 
lar was quotable at 50c. No 2 nominally 760. 
The few samples in sold at about Wednesday's 
prices. 

Not much that is new can be sited of the dry- 
goods market. In most departments there is a 
satisfactory degree of activity and there is a 
more cheerful feeling than prevailed a fortnight 
ago. The grocery trade is still rather quiet, but 
the demand is increasing. The only change in 
prices was au \c decline in sugars. Dried fruits, 
canned goods, and fish were qnoted about as be- 
tore. Bank cod was 280 lower. Dairy products 
were quiet, witb prices unsettled. The changes 
in the oil market were confined toan advance 
ot le in linseed, which is now quoted strong at 
5500580. 

There was a fair demand for green fruits, 
which sold at the prices of the day previous. 
Eggs were firm at 180 perdoz. Hides, grease, 
and taliow were quiet and steady. Potatoes 
were in better supply and a shade easier at 65@ 
70% per bu by the car-lot on track. An active 
demand is reported for metals and tinners’ ware, 
with prices generally holding firm. in seeds 
tlaxseed sold at the top of the recent advance, 
$1.50 per bu for No.1 on track, closing rather 
weak. Timothy firm at $1.58@1.02 for prime. 
Clover-seed irreguiar, being quotable at 87.900 
8.10 for prime and $8.50 for choice. Hay dull at 
quotations.

A Lively Talk in the Exchange Over 
the Question of a Price- 
List. 


A Number of Members Opposed to an 
Established Price Conspleu- 
ously Absent, 


A List Finally Agreed Upon Which is a Shade 
Lower than the Old One. 


A special meeting of the Lumberman’s 
Exchange was held yesterday for the pur- 
pose of discussing the advisability of agree- 
ing upon a mutual price-list, to which all the 
members of the exchange should strictly ad- 
here. There was not as large an attendance 
as desired, only about seventy members be- 
ing present. It was stated that the reason 
so many failed to attend was that several 
members were manifestedly opposed to the 
formation of an established list of prices, and 
had declared their intention of cutting under 
any list that. the exchange should agree 
upon. Their reasons for so doing are not 
quite clear, but there is apparently a well- 
organized ring composed of certain well- 
known dealers wo are making a determined 
effort to knock the bottom out of the lumber 
market, irrespective of the “ cast-iron rule“ 
of the association regulating such matters. 


There seems to be a gradual decline in the 


prices of lumber, and in order to pro- 
tect the dealers from a still further 
decline the meeting was called to take some 
decided action. At the last meeting of the 
exchange a committee was appointed to pre- 
pare a complete and accurate price-list, 

THE COMMITTEF’S REPORT. 

After the usual amountof routine business 
had been transacted the price-list as pre- 
pared by the committee, and presented on a 
large black-board facing the members, was 
taken upand the feasibility of adopting it 
discussed. 

In reply to a question as to how the com- 
mittee had settled upon the prices presented, 
Mr. A. A. Carpenter stated that the commit- 
tee had agreed upon them after mature de- 
liberation and a general comparison of the 
various price-lists now in vogue and used by 
the different lumber dealers in the city. He 
said that what they all wanted was an ac- 
curate price-list, and they had therefore used 
the utmost discretion in arriving at their 
conclusions. 

Mr. Martin moved that the members pro- 
ceed to adopt an established price-list, say- 
ing that he wanted to obtain the voice of the 
exchange as to whether or not it wanted a 
uniform scale. 

Mr. Anderson moved as an amendment 
that the making of a price-list be suspended 
indefinitly. 

MR. VAN SCHAICK. 

This brought upa genera! discussion and 
heated argument on the part of several mem- 
bers. Mr. Van Schaick said that personally 
he cared very little about the price of lum- 
ber, but one thing was certain, no business 
body of men could on the impulse of the mo- 
ment establish a successful price-ligt, as the 
matter was one of vast importance, and re- 
quired the most thoughttul and deliberate 
consideration on the part of the association. 
Ile stated that if the prices of lumber were 
lowered the newspapeis would be justified 
in copying the lowest list in the city. One 
little blunder on the part of the dealers 
would result in the loss to them of large 
sums of money and greatiy damage their 
interests. It was evidently necessary that 
they should establish and stick to an honest 
list of prices, as the exchange without a 
price-list was no exchange at all, and if the 
members should leave the room without 
taking some decisive action on the matter the 
sympathetic feeling which had hitherto. ex- 
isted among them would be effectually de- 
stroyed, and in its place would spring up a 
feeling of discord and distrust. The desire 
for demoralizing the price of lumberin the 
Chicago market was very apparent, although 
on the East Shore the prices were firm 
and unyielding. In eoncluding his 
appeal on behalf of an established price-list, 
the gentleman said: “Sink or swim, let us 
form an honest price-list and adhere to it. 
for if we don’t we drive the last nail in the 
coffin of the exchange.“ 

MR. PEARSON. 

Mr. J. H. Pearson said that he fully agreed 
with Mr. Van Schaick that this was a meet- 
ing of unusual importance to lumber dealers, 
and if the exchange could not arrive at a 
mutual understanding it was time for them 
to disband. He had been thirty years in the 
lumber business, and although he had ceased 
to confine himself to the minutiwe of the 
lumber-yard he still retained an active inter- 
est in the trade, both as a dealer and manu- 
facturer. Ile stated that in 1873, when the 
panic set in, the prices for lumber had been 
almost knocked out of sight and dealers 
were enabled to buy at almost their own of- 
fer. This unfortunate state of affairs con- 
tinued until the fall of 1879, when a reaction 
set in and prices went boowing up to the 
very topmost notch, and the lumber dealers 
made big sums of money. ‘Then it took 
another turn, and had fluctuated back and 
forth. He regretted that there should be 
an antagonistic feeling between the dealers 
and manufacturers, as their interests should 
be mutual. This was all wrong, and re- 
sulted disastrously to both. There was no 
advantage to be gained in crowding lumber 
on the market to be sold at random. This 
lumber should always bring a fair, honest 
price, and without an established price-list 
they Were all afloat. If the dealers wanted 
to act fairly and squarely they should come 
together and make an honest price-list. The 
price-list as presented by the committee, he 
said, was a general reduction of $1 per 1,000, 
which, from the amount of lumber now in 
the market, meant a loss of $500,000. They 
were.all dependent on each other, and should 
therefore work together for their mutual in- 
terests. They should establish a price-list 
that was a fair one, and if they made the 
prices too low or too high it was easy enough 
to come together and make such alterations 
as were necessary. ‘There were doubtless 
men who would not conform to the list, as 
there were black sheep in every flock, but 
they would be glad enough to sooner or 
later agree to it. 

A GENERAL DISCUSSION. 

J. B. Thompson said there were a few 
firms that would undercut any price that 
would be made, but if 75 per cent of the 
lumber dealers in the city would agree upon 
a fixed price-list they would be able to regu- 
late to a certain extent the market value ot 
lumber and establish a price. He believed 
that if the Lumberman’s Exchange should 
fail to adopt a standard list of prices it would 
abandon the real life principles of the organ- 
ization. 

Mr. Anderson said he had listened with 
unbounded pleasure to the argument of 
Mr. Pearson; there was a world of wisdom 
wrapped up in his gray head, and his words 
were words of reason and sound philosophy. 
For his part he would ‘like to see the matter 
settled there and then, for without an estab- 
lished price-list they were all at sea. If the 
meeting should adjourn without making 
such alist it would doubtless be a death- 
blow to the institution. If the half-dozen 
yards who had refused to conform to the 
list did not wish to do so it was their 
own lookout. Ile thanked leaven that they 
did not and could not regulate the Chicago 
lumber market. He said that his remedy was 
to make an honest price-list and strictly com 
form to it, and when those beautiful cut- 
throat dealers came to them to get an assort- 
ment, as they were obliged to do, charge 
them the prices governed by the Exchange 
and then they would have to sell at a dear 
loss. He hoped that when the vote was 
taken it would bring joy to the hearts of 
every member of the Exchange and every 
dealer throughout the Northwest. 

Mr. Martin made some pointed remarks 
concerning the presence of manufacturers at 
the mecting, saying that they had no business 
there, asit was a meeting of the dealers only. 
This was o shot at Mr. Pearson, and resulted 
in an animated discussion between those two 
gentlemen for a few minutes, but after it 
had been concluded Mr. Martin continued 
by saying that there were evidently a good 
many who were in favor of making a list, 
although he was doubtful as to the propriety 
of it.

JURY DUTY. 


How Business Men Are Biackmatled by 
: Balli Deputies. 

Cuicao, March 28.—[Editor of The Tri- 
UNE. Apropos of the recent disclosure in 
New York City, it might not be unprofit- 
able to call attention to the system at present 
in use in this city. 

When a jury is needed in court the Bailiff 
sends out some of his strikers and blowers 
with a handful of blank summonses into the 
neighboring business houses. If this deputy 
has a penchant to meet the magnates of the 
city he has only to go to the principal down- 
town houses and summon their heads, or he 
may wish to call on the bulls and bears of the 
Board of ‘Trade, and see how they look in 
their La Salle étreet dens, and though the 
markets are in a panic and margins fast van- 
ishing. there is no escape for the unfortunate 
who is drafted. He must leave all and fol- 
low his captor, for the Bailiff’s deputy is an 
autocrat, and to expostulate with him only 
makes one’s fate more certain. 

Once in the court-room there is little 
chance of escape. Judges who have been 
listening to the same excuses ail day have 
little patience with those who only plead the 
pressure of their business engagements. 

The Bailiff’s deputy rarely goes far. After 
refreshing himself with a drink he usually 
drops into the nearest business house, states 
his errand and his determination not to leave 
the house without his man. 

The region worst blachmailed in this way, 
owing to its propinquity to the courts, is Lake 
street in the neighborhood of LaSalle and 
Clark. The jobbing houses in this district 
are so infested with these Bailiffs’ deputies 
that there is scarcely a time that they have 
not one or more glerks on jury service, and 
some of them talk of engaging a man for this 
special duty. 

The manner of summoning is as follows, 
to instance two cases which have occurred 
under the writer’s observation in the last 
week: A Bailiff’s deputy with a handful of 
blank summonses anda pencil in bis hand 
enters a store, goes to the nearest clerk and 
asks his name. 

“Why do you wish to know it?’ replies 
the clerk, who is on the alert. 

* Becausel have got to summon you on 
jury-duty,’’ says the deputy. 

„Not much you haven't,“ answers the 
clerk. Lou can’t have my name; I’m too 
busy to go.“ 

The deputy turns to another clerk. 

Lou can’t have me either,“ says No. 2, 
who has overheard the conversation with 
No. 1, and knows the deputy’s errand. “| 
just came off from jury duty last month.” 

Then the deputy inquires for a member of 
the firm, and informs him he has got to have 
a man out of that house or he will take him. 
After afew minutes of vain expostulation 
the firmis left to the alternative of determin- 
ing by 2 o’clock what man it can best spare 
for jury duty, the deputy remarking as he de- 
parts in an accent which betokens but a re- 
cent acquaintance with English, “ You 
needn’t send a German or Irishman, for we 
won't have him!“ 

It is not over two days before another 
Bailiff’s deputy comes in, and after trying 
various clerks for their names without sue- 
cess comes again toa member of the firm, 
who explains to him that they already have 
one man on jury duty who was drafted only 
two days before. 

Look here,“ exclaims the deputy ag- 
gressively, having at last got hold of some 
one whose name he. knows, and whom he 
ean bully, I've got to havea man out of 
here. You may havea dozen on juries, but 
if they’re notin my court it don’t make no 
difference to me!’ 

„We can’t spare another man. Why don’t 
you leave us and go to some other house?“ 

“I’m going to other houses, you bet; but 
not till I get a man out of here.” 

When the firm again expostulates the dep- 
uty breaks in: There's no use your talk- 
ing, I've got to have a man; you'd better be 
thankful 1 don’t come to you every time, the 
way some doesto thoseasis sassy. Now, 
look here! You don’t want to come along 
with me and leave your’ house without any 
head, do you ?” he inquires in accents which 
suggest previous acquaintance with the po- 
lice force. 

„No,“ exclaims the firm, alarmed at the 
prospect. 

“Then you'd better give me a man pretty 
quick,“ exclaims he triumphantly, and be 
d—d glad 1 don’t take you!“ 

There is no help for it, and the firm has 
two clerks where it has had one most of the 
year. In the meantime spring trade is 
booming; the house is behind its orders; 
clerks are working nights, and there is no 
one to fill the places of those on jury duty. 
When aclerk is summoned at such a time 
you might as well discharge him and get 
some one else to fill his plaee. 

Happening the other day to be among a 
party of gentlemen discussing this subject, I 
asked one of them how he managed to es- 
cape jury service. 

give the man that serves the summons 
85.“ he said. 

Does it always succeed?“ 1 inquired. 

Never knew it to fail,“ he replied. ** You 
try it once.’’ 

Don't give them so much,” says another, 
“unless you want them to call on you every 
month.“ 

Is it a wonder that the jury system, from 
the way itis manipulated, has from being 
one of the bulwarks of justice become one of 
its reproaches, and that reformers now agi- 
tate for its abolishment ? 

What business man wants to try a case in- 
volving property before a jury? One of our 
most prominent capitalists had a piece of 
property on the outskirts of the city on 
which a squatter, through his negligence, 
was allowed to place a shahty. The time 
came when, the capitalist wished to build a 
handsome block on his proverty. ‘The plans 
were ready, the building permit was taken 
out, the materials were on the ground and 
the architects and workmen with them, but 
the squatter refused to move or allow him- 
self to be moved. There were no flaws in the 
capitalist’s title and the land was clearly his, 
but jury after jury decided against the cap- 
italist in favor of the squatter. Finally, 
through a legal quibble, the cause was 
brought before a Judge, who immediately 
gave his decision on the merits of the case in 
the capitalist’s favor. The following morn- 
ing the contractor and his men, going down 
before the squatter was awake or had time 
to get an injunction, raised his house on 
jack-screws and moved it out into the street, 
where it remained a veritable house on 
wheels. 

The reason that juries are not what they 
were intended to be lies in the manner in 
which they are madeup. The license allowed 
in the present system of drafting juries makes 
it equivalent to blackmail, and gentlemen 
will avoid it when they can. : 

It would seem easy to devise some just 
system of rotation, and if it were done we 
think business-men, who are now at the mer- 
cy of court-room loafers who choose to 
blackmail them for jury services, would 
gladiy perform the same service if they knew 
it was their just turn, and that on serving out 
their term they would enjoy immunity until 
their names again came round in the regular 
rotation. As it is, some are called several 
times a year, others never.

A. M. WRIGHT DISGUSTED WITH THE SU- 
PREME COURT DECISION AND PHIL An- 
MOUR CORRESPONDINGLY HAPPY. 

A dispatch having been received in the 
city yesterday morning from Springfield an- 
nouncing that the Supreme Court of the 
State had affirmed the decision of the lower 
court in the now celebrated July-“ corner“ 
case, a reporter for Tux TRIBUNE called on 
several persons interested to obtain their 
views. The suit, it will be remembered, 
grew out of an alleged cornering of July 
wheat by Phil D. Armour, C. J. Kershaw, 
and John Plankinton of Milwaukee. The 
„Shorts“ claimed the right to deliver red 
winter wheat instead of No. 2 spring, and 
when the alleged cornerers refused to re- 
ceive it they defaulted on their contracts and 
sought by injunctions to stop collections. 
Arbitration and litigation followed, and Judge 
Gardner at length decided against the de- 
faulters. . 

C. J. KERSHAW. 

C. J. Kershaw was found in the best of 

humor at his place of business on La Salle 

street yesterday afternoon. The decision 
suited him, and he said so, adding: 

„All seem to be pleased over the decision. 

It will help Chicago trade more than you 


think.“ : 
Have you heard rrom parties outside of 


the city ?”’ 3 

“Yes, from a great many. Here is a tele- 
gram from Boston. It says: We are grati- 
tied at the decision of your Supreme Court.’

We 
have carried this fight on on the supposition 
that we couldn't have recourse to the Board 
of Directors—that before that board we 
couldn’t raise the question as to whether or 
not there was a corner. Now, as the board has 
gone to Springfield and pleaded that we had 
that right, it’s all we asked for in the first 
instance. We simply wanted to go before 
the board, for the committee’s action 
was a fraud on us. Wecan enjoin all the 
parties engaged in that corner from attempt- 
ing to benefit themselves by conspiracy to 
extort money. An injunction would prevent 
them from attempting to collect through the 
machinery of the board anything they could 
not collect through the law.“

»The statute makes gambling contracts, so 
far as these men are concerned, void.

The Commissionershtp of the Eastern 
Passenger Pool Goes Beggine. 

The Joint Executive Committee seems to be 
unlucky lo securing the right kind of a man for 
Cumuissioner of. the Eastern passenger pool in 
place of Commissioner Fink, who is very anx- 
ious to give up this pornon of his duties, as bis 
heaith willnot permit him to attend to both 
the freight and passenger affairs. When 


Commissioner Fink signified his intention of 


relinquishing his position as far as passenger 
affairs were concerned, the Joint Executive 
Committee offered the place to Mr. H. W. 
Gwinne, formerly General Passenger Agent 
of the Pennsylvania Railroad and at present 
President of the National Railway Publicadon 
Society. But although a salary of $10,000 per 
annum was offered to Mr. Gwinne, be refused 
to accept. It bas beea generally conceded that 
the next best available man for the place wouid 
be Mr. 8. F. Pierson, late Commissioner of the 
Colorado pool aud au accomplished passenger 
man, and it was the general opinion that at the 
next meeting of tne Joint Executive Com- 
mittee the position would be offered to 
him. But, like Mr. Gwinne, 
Pierson does bot want the 
and thinks be can do better elsewhere. 
Pierson bas justaccepted the appointment of 
General Traftic Manager of the Houston & Tex- 
as Central Kailway. This line extends from 
Denison, Tex., to Houston, 341 miles, with 
branches from Houston to Austin, 166 miles; 
from Houston to Albany, 231 miles; from Gar- 
rett to Roberts, fifty-two miles; from Garrett to 
Waxahacbie, twelve miles, making a total of 812 
miles of road over which he bas authority. This 
disposes of Mr. Pierson as far as the Com- 
missionersnip of the Eastern pool is concerned. 
The wan now mentioned for the position is 
Mr. James Chariton, General Passenger and 
Ticket Agent of the Chicago & Alton. There can 
be no doubt about Mr. Coariton’s qualifications 
for the p@siuon. He is conceded to be one of 
the ablest and best educated passenger-men in 
the country and has executive qualilications of 
a superior order. The question, however, is 
whether Mr. Charlton will be any more inclined 
to take the place than Messrs. Gwinner and 
Pierson, as be feels greatly attached to the Al- 
ton and does notjjke to leave its service, and, 
besides, he would feel rather disinclined to 
leave Chicago and move to New York. lLesides, 
the opinion is gaining ground that the days of 
the Eastern passenger pool are numbered, and 
this is probably the maln reason why no firet- 
class man likesto give up a good permanent 
place to accept a position thetenure of which 
is sO uncertain. 


Trying to Steady East-Bound Freight 
Hates from Peoria. 

The Managers and General Freight Agents of 
the Chicago, Rock Island & Pacitic, Wabash, De- 
ecatur & Evansville, and Indiana, Bloomington & 
Western held a meeting yesterday at the Grand 
Vacitic Hotel to consider east-bound freight 
rates from Peoria. There has been considerable 
difficulty in regard to the maintenance of these 
rates from Peoria for more than a year past, and 
the inability to maintain rates from that point 
has caused much trouble to the east-bound 
pools from Chicago, and only a few weeks ago 
came very near causing a general break in east- 
bound rates. Since the Joint Executive Commit- 
tee has adopted an iron-clad agreement. by which 
all the roads pledged themselves to discharge 
any agent or olficial who should be found guilty 
of cutting rates, matters have worked more 
smoothly. During tne last week or two, how- 
ever, numerous complaints buve been made 
that some of the rouds were again taking busi- 
ness at jess than tariff rates. The trouble with 
the Peoria roads is that they do not pool their 
business as is done hy the roads from Chicago 
and other Western commercial centres, and it 
is, therefore, a hard job to keep them within 
the traces. As these continued reports about 
cutting east-bound rates from Peoria are likely 
to lead to trouble at other points, the roads have 
been requested to come together and arrange an 
east-bound pool similar to the one from Chi- 
cago, Or make some other arrangements by 
which it will be possible strictly to maintain the 
tariff rates. The question of arranging a pool 
on that business was discussed all day, but no 
definit result was reached. 


The Diversion of Freight Trafilic via 
the Mississippi River and New Orleans 
from a St. Leuis Point of View. 

The jealous reflections of Chicago, says the St. 
Louis Globe- Democrat, on the sbipping business 
of the Mississippi River in connection with the 
organization of a regular semi- monthly line of 
steamers are not based on facts, and will not 
withstand proofs. 

The shipments by tho barge line for export 
from St. Louis alone amounts to one-third the 
entire east-bound tonnage which passes through 
Chicago from the North and West. This is 
merely a fraction of the export business handled 
by the local merchants, who have contracts with 
steamship agents to supply a specie tonnage 
each week at Boston, New York, Baltimore, 
Newport News, and even as far eust as Port- 
land. The establishment of a regular 
branch of the Harrison Steamship 
Line to leave New Orleans at stated 
periods, does not bein to convey an adequate 
impression of the extent of the export trade. 
The Harrisons send out from New Orleans dur- 
ing nine months of the year three steamships 
per week loaded with misceilaneous cargoes, be- 
sides the freights that are taken by other sail 
and steam vessels. At one time last week there 
were seven steamers in New Orleans harpor 
clearing for fureign ports. Six of these vessels 
were receiving grain from floating elevators, 
and the seventh was alongside the main eie- 
vator taking in St. Louis graio. An in- 
guiry from Capt. Haarstick, of the barge 
line, for space to load 2.200 tierces of 
lard on any steamship was answered by tele- 
grapb to the effect that tonnage for heavy 
freight had been engaged for March and Apri, 
and nothing could be received before May. The 
statistics of the St. Louis Freight Bureau show 
that in twenty business days of March nineteen 
steamsbips cleared from New Orleans for 
European ports, irrespective of the de- 
partures for the Mediterranean, South 
America and the West Indies. From tne books 
of the St. Louis & Mississippi Valley Trans- 
portation Company the following figures were 
taken to show the actual export movement 
from St. Louis via the Guif between February 
Zl and March 25: Total tounage, 81.572. consist- 
ing of 9,080 tons of packages and 72,492 tons of 
bulk freight. The bills comprised the follow- 
ing: 240 barrels beer, 9,113 sacks bran, 29.234 
sacks oats, 5,400 of corn, 2,254 of malt, 5,779 bar- 
reis of meal, 30.501 of flour, 1,745 of pork, 735 
tons of bay, 778,168 pounds lard, 1.000 pounds of 
bams, 175,000 of meats, 170,80) of white lead.

MRS. GOUGAR. 


In Court Vesterday Mr. Wallace Created 
a Great Commetion by Violent Pro- 
ceedings. 

LAFAYETTE, Ind., March 29.— [Special.] — 
Today's proceedings in the Gougar-Mandler 
case were mostly in sur- rebuttal by the plain- 
tiff. 

The Rev. McMullen and others testified 
that there were about 10,000 people attending 
the temperance meeting at which Wallace 
and the plaintiff are alleged to have strolled 
off together. : 

Other witnesses were called to testify as to 
the hat-ribbons worn by the plaintiff, and 
the manner in which Hannah Johnson wore 
her bangs. 

In the afternoon the defendant called 
Alexander Rice to propound an impeaching 
question. He was asked if he had not stated, 
in the presence of Dr. Seawright, that Wal- 
lace, on a certain occasion, returned from a 
fishing excursion, and, informing his family 
that important business called him to Frank- 
fort, and if he (Wallace) had not procured a 
horse and buggy and driven out to Rossville, 
where Mrs. Gougar was speaking, and re- 
turned with her to Frankfort that night. 

Before the witness could answer, Wallace 
sprang to his feet and, excitedly striking his 
hands, denounced the questiou as insulting 
and without foundation, demanding that the 
matter be investigated. 

The court said this could not be done 
unless the objection to the question was with- 
drawn. The plaintiff refused to withdraw 
it and Wallace, rushing out to the ante-room, 
confronted Seawright and demanded to know 
if he intended to swear to the truth of the 
question asked Rice, threatening personal 
violence.“ 

Wallace came back into the court-room, 
shouting that Seawrignt stated he never said 
any such thing as was intimated. ” 

Defendant’s attorney denounced Wallace’s 
acts as outrageous, and Judge Gould com- 
manded Wallace to take his seat, 

The latter, still talking, said his honor was 
at stake and he wouldn’t stand this mud- 
slinging any more. 

Great excitement prevailed for a time, 
which was not calmed by oneof the attor- 
neys stating he had carried a revolver with 
which to shoot a man in the court-room, but 
hadn’t done so. ‘The court ordered the jury 
to take no notice of what had occurred. 

At half-past 4 the parties announced their 
evidence was all in, and the plaintiff asked 
that argument proceed at once. 

Judge Gould gave until Friday afternoon 
for deiendants’ attorney to open. 

Mrs. Gougar and Wallace each stated to 
yout reporter that they were not at the 

rankfort Hotel as intimated. Wallace says 
he remained with Judge Higinbotham over 
night, while Mrs. Gougar states she remained
